Newly «100.000 Every Tear In Fitting- 
Ont Pupil. For Tn«lr Studies—How the 
ReqnlBltlona Are Made Up. 
The thanks of nearly 100,000 public 


(chooTpnpils of Brooklyn and their par- 
mta are due to the board of education 
lor at least one of the features of that 
body's administration—the free hook 
system. It is a f a ot not commonly known 
that the pnpila of the public schools in 
this city are furnished with all the outfit 
of books, slate i and paper necessary 
throughout their course at school free of 
charge. To do, this entails an expense of 
about $100,000 every year and a vast deal 
of work in procuring and distributing 
the required supplies. Only one other 
city in the state, that of Hew York, 
treats its school children as munificent- 
ly 
The system has , been in vogue in 


Brooklyn for sooie years and is found to 
be so satisfactory that no change is ex- 
pected or even considered at all. . 


The hooka used in this dttfaschools 


are selected by the hoard of educations 
rommittee on Bodies, who report their 
elections to tho full board for confirma- 
tion before the books are finally listed. 
There are now on the catalogue of tort- 
book, and works of whatever sort for 
which need is found to wrist to the 
Tchools upward of 1,000 different kinds 
of hooks ranging from primers to ab- 
struse works on philosophy. The list 
includes a Variety of al8el?a9:?At^^ 
tics books on astronomy, bookkeeping, 
chemistry, civil government, oompoei- 
tion .and rhetoric, dictionaries in ^Eng- 
lish and several other languages, books 
on elocution, etymology, geography, ge- 


n^atra irraiLm&r, history, languages, 
SSSta?methods of teaching,-physiol- 
ogy, readers, maps, charts, copy books, 
drawing hooka, mnaio hooka and charts, 
science and natural philosophy and sup- 
plementary readers. 


The modut operand! of getting the 


right hooks in the right quantities to the 
several schools is this: The principal of 
, ft schcolinakesnpfoomrepc^s furnished 


by his Subordinates, a reqnisition which 
is written on b on a blank form with the 
titles of the tpoks, grades for which/they 
are to be used, and the price of each book, 
and the total for the whole requisition.

A Storj About Tin FolL 


Some years ago a tobacconist discov- 


ered the utility of tin foil for wrapping 
chewing tobaccos. 
Theretofore paper 


had been exclusively used for the pur- 
pose, but it did not serve to keep the 
moisture of the atmosphere away from 
the tobacco nor preserve the natural-, 
moisture of the tobacco from the effects 
of a dry or treated atmosphere. Paper 
also absorbed tho aroma of the weed and 
was not sufficiently lasting. Therefore 
tin foil was used for wrappers. But it 
became costly Bnd could only be rolled 
to a certain "thickness or thinness be- 
yond whichrthe ingenuity of man seemed 
to find it impossible to go. Tho fact was 
that no rollers could be made to sustain 
tho pressure necessary to mashing the 
tin foil to a leaf sufficiently thin to suit 
the manufacturer. 


Many ingenious inventors struggled 


with the proposition for months and 
gave up tho problem as unsolvable, 
when a simple workman about the shop 
one day, after rolling two sheets.to the 
customary thinness, put the two sheets 
together into the irollers and made both 
halves as thin as one was before. This 
was as simple as standing an egg on end, 
but it created a revolution in the manu- 
facture of tin fcil for tobacconists' use 
and made a mint of money fdr the boss 
of tho discoverer. The man had struck 
upon the idea by accident, but the dis- 
covery was as great and as profitable as 
if bo had bwn a great inventor and 
spent years of his valuable life over the 
question.— Boston Herald.
